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Advices from the Congo state that Stanley 
was wounded in his fight with the natives 
and half of his escort deserted him. Tippoo 
Tib failed to send the promised convoy, it is 
supposed in revenge for Stanley’s action in 
destroying his slave trade. Herbert Ward, 
a member of his expedition, is on the way 
home from Africa and it is supposed that he 
has bad news from Stanley, The report of 
his death is being circulated in Belgium, but 
whether founded on truth or not is not 
known. 

THE investigation by the Canadian senate 
into the resources of the Mackenzie basin 
has attracted the attention of the old coun- 
try to the resources of Canada. The Empire 
in an editorial on the subject commends the 
recommendation of the senate to reserve 
40,000 acres of the petroleum belt on the 
grounds of, in this way, keeping it for Can- 
adians and not for Yankees. If withholding 
altogether from development is what is 
meant then it is right in saying that it will 
be reserved for Canadians, but reserved in 
the same manner as it has been for the last 
hundred years only more so. The country 
can never be developed and capital and emi- 
grants attracted by locking up the most val- 
uable parts of the country for an indefinite 
eriod. Throw it open and let capital come 
nand our vast natural wealth be turned 

into the channels of trade and Canadians will 
be benefitted infinitely more than by form- 
ing reserves. 

THE new emperor of Germany has issued 
his proclamation to the German people. It 
will be somewhat disappointing to those who 
have been predicting war on the accession of 
Prince William. The foliowing clauses, 
which may be taken asa specimen of the 
proclamation, which is short, will speak for 
itself: ‘* Called to the throne of my fathers’ 
I have assumed the government looking up 
to the king of kings, and vowed. to God that 
after the example of my fathers’ I will be a 
just and clement prince te my people; that 
I will foster purity and the fear of God ; that 
I will protect peace and promote the welfare 
of the country, and that I will be a helper of 
the poor and distressed, and a true guardian 
of the right.” His address to the army is 
certainly that of a soldier, but no stronger 
or warlike than a commanding officer would 
be expected to address to the army he has 
het been called on to command. It is to be 

roped that no future action will destroy the 
confidence his proclamation has invited.

ELECTORAL MEETING. 


The public meeting held in Stewart & Ban- 
nerman’s hall iast Saturday was well attend- 
ed. The hall was crowded wlth electors from 
Edmonton and contiguous districts. 
Donald Ross was appointed chairman, and 
Dr. Wilson, in whose interest the meeting 
was called, was the first to address the 
electors, The doctor's address was princi- 
pally in favor of responsible government for 
the Territories, and against the present un- 
satisfactory law. He showed the stand taken 
by the North-West council and his own ac- 


tions while there on this question. The law 
for the government of the Territories was 
not that asked for by the council in their 
memorial to the federal authorities. The 
North-West council was not at all respons- 
ible for the new bill, and it was formed con- 
trary to the resolutions on the subject and 
ayvainst their wishes. He read the resolu- 
tions passed by the council on this subject 
and claimed a verdict for the stand taken. 
The delegation to Ottawa was next touched 
on and extraets were read from the public 
press commending the personnel of the 
delegation of which he was a member. He 
sought to show that he was a kicker against 
the federal government when the interests of 
the North-West Territories were at stake. 
He stated that the only real issue between 
Mr. Oliver and himself was on the liquor 
question, He favored a license law and Mr. 
Oliver prohibition. fle read a statement 
showing the expenditure of money granted 
to this district over which he had control 
since he was a member of the eouncil. He 
appealed for the support of the electors and 
pledged himself to do his utmost to further 
the interests of this district and the North- 
West. 

Samuel Cunningham, the old member for 
St. Albert, was called to the platform and in 
response spoke in Cree. In a few words in 
English he stated that he had supyorted Dr. 
Wilson in those things he claimed credit for 
and that was for the good of the North-West 
Territories, When he had any money to ex- 
pend he ealled the people together and asked 
them their advice as to where they would 
like it expended and had a committee ap- 
pointed to oversee tha work. If elected 
again he would do in the futnre as he had in 
the past. 

Frank Oliver on being called on appealed 
to the people on his past record, both as a 
citizen of the district and a member of the 
N.W.C. He was an advocate of responsible 
government and was the first to agitate the 
question, even though called a crank for so 
doing. It wassaid that he was the father of 
the movement in favor of giving the Terri- 
tories the power to deal with local questions. 
He had been consistent froin the first on this 
question and those who knew him could rest, 
assured that he would do his best to bring it 
about. When he first advocated responsible 
government it was looked on as a crazy idea, 
but now the elections from end to end of the 
Territories were being fought on this ques- 
tion, and none stood any chance of election 
who did not clearly express themselves in 
favor of it. It was urged against him that 
he was a kicker and in consequence could 
not get as much froin the councilas he would 
if a friend of the government. He gave his 
record while amember of the council to 
prove that he secured as much or more than 
others. He was the originator of the school 
law and succeeded during his second term in 
gaining the support of the other members 
and in getting the law placed on the statute 
books, giving the right of education to the 
children of the country. If eleeted he would 
vive, from time to time, an aecount of his 
stewardship, and not wait until election day 
and then read from a slip of paper the items 
of expenditure, so quickly that it was im- 
possible to even take them down, 

D. Maloney addressed the meeting and 
charged the old members with allowing the 
two districts of Edmonton and St, Albert to 
become united in one. It would be better 
for St. Albert to have one and Edmonton 
one, He also charged them with using the 
public monies to bribe the electors, and gave 
some Instances in support of his statemont, 
such asa man being refused work on the 

road because he was going to vote for him. 
Also that Cunningham promised to use the 
public money in giving work to the indigent 
people of St, Albert and then refused, keep- 
ing the money and spending it where it 
would do jost good in securing votes. He 
also stated that Dr. Wilson had spent money 
belonging to Edmontoa in improvements in 
St. Albert. This was not right and should

The fire 
raged with great fury and destroved an in- 
calculable amount of property besides burn- 
ing to death several who were caught in the 
flames.

The total number of 
miles run by trains was 85,638,748. The 
number of passengers killed was ten, and in- 
jured 49. The companies own a total of 
1,587 engines and 37,384 cars. The C. P. R. 
has in Operation 4,274 m.les, and the G.T 
K. 2,598. The total cost of the C. f. R. is 
=114,001,922, and of the G, T. R. 2245,716,- 
96. These latter figures in jude the value 
of all roads operated as well as owned.

GENTLEMEN, — 

The electoral campaign being now opened, 
1 have the honor to inform you that I shall 
be a candidate in the present contest, and I 
do so at the request of an important section 
of the people of this district. 

The actual limits of the district are too far 
apart to allow me to go and visit each elec- 
tor, as I wished to do, but I shal! soon have 
the pleasure to see you at public meetings, 
when I will have the honor of addressing 

you, 

: My record as the representative of the dis- 
trict of St. Albert, at the council, is well 
known to you. IT have done, independently, 
what I thought was for the best interests of 
my district, helping good measures and op- 
posing with allmy strength what I thought 
was unfair. 

The present, form of government is not 
that which we have petitioned the federal 
government for. But it will have to be 
changed, and I pledge myself to do all I can 
in that direction. 

I feel proud to say that the present school 
law has received my most hearty support; 
owing to my exertions and the heip of a well 
thinking majority in the council, we enjoy 
at last a school law which meets with the ap- 
approval of ull, irrespective of race and 
creed, 

Owing to the considerable number of peo- 
le in this part of Alberta, I asked that Lac 
a Biche and the surronnding country be set 

apart and formed into a separate district, 
with its own repreesentative ; since that has 
not been done, I shall request that approp- 
riations be granted according to the number 
of the people compared with that of the 
other districts. 

The federal government hus not yet an- 
swered the memorial moved by the council 
towards the granting of serip to the half- 
breed children born since 1870 up to this 
day. But this demand is so legitimate and 
fair that, I have no doubt, with some more 
system, the government will grant it. 

Gentlemen, should you give me the sup- 
port to which my past record entitles me I 
pledge myself, to-day, to use my influence 
towards securing the opening of new roads 
through the country which offers the best 
prospects to settlers, and the most accom- 
modation to trade and transport, and I shall 
moreover try and have the existing roads 
pus in proper repair, Twill do all Lean to 

ring the legislature to use all their influence 
with the government at Ottawa to have pub- 
lic servants in the North-West Territories 
chosen from residents of the Territories. 

I shall ask for larger grants for education 
purposes, 

I shall ask that government contractors be 
held by their contracts to purchase, as much 
as possible, all the articles and provisions for 
which they contract, in the districts where 
these provisions are needed. A move to this 
effect would furnish the farmers ana in- 
dustrials of each district’ with a fair chance 
to sell all their products easily and with 
greater profits, and would help a wreat deal 
to do away with eastern competition, 

Finally, gentlemen, guided only by the 
strong desire of doing all the good I ean to 
this district and to the Territories at large 1 
shall act in all circumstance according to 
what duty, conscience and labor will dictate,

naine of the people definitely requested the 
Dominion government in 1886 to grant the 
Territories responsible government. Through 
some family quarrel among the M_ P.’s from 
the Territories no action was taken. Again 
in 1887 the council repeated the request of 


of their constituents. If you are satisfied 
with the prevailing condition of affairs, 1 most 
deecidedly misrepresented you on_ this 
question; but when you elected meI was 
pledged to support responsible government 
and if again returned I will be found advo- 
cating the same measure. 

The representation given this section is 
not what was asked for (both in 1886 
and 1887) and not what it is entitled to, 
therefore it will be my aim to secure larger 
representation for the present Edmonton 
district; Lac la Biche, Victoria and adjacent 
country should return one nember and kKd- 
monton and St. Albert two combined, or one 
each, divided. Alberta is increasing in pop- 
ulation, wealth, and industries faster than 
either of the other provisional districts, and 
cannot allow her representation to be re- 
duced to the minimum. 

My views upon the question of license ha/e 
already been placed upon record, and they 
have not changed since then. Briefly : I 
believe in repealing the present inoperative 
law. The introduction of a license law of 
the most stringent and highest kind, leaving 
to the people of each provisional district the 
power of introducing the Canada Teniper- 
ance Act whenever a majority of the electors 
so desire. 

The representatives of St. Albert and 
Prince Albert, along with myself succeeded 
aftera struggle extending over two sessions 
in passing a memorial asking the yovern- 
ment to grant scrip to all Metis children 
born in the Territories since 1870. The coun- 
cil also asked for scrip and medals for the N. 
W.M. Police and * home-guards,” and an 
immediate settlement of all rebellion claims 
both as to loss and accounts against the gov- 
ernmant for goods supplied, work done ete., 
according to contract. I regret that these 
recommendations were not acted on, but be 
lieving that they are only just and fair it 
will give me pleasure to again move in the 
same direction. 

The district has received its full share of 
all funds over which the council had control, 
as wellas its share of the monies voted by 
the federal government for roads in the 
North-West, and in the expenditure of these 
funds it has been my endeavor to treat all 
sections of the country in an equitable man- 
ner. 

The district being so large and its settle- 
ments somewhat scattered it will be impos- 
sible for me to make a personal canvas be- 
fore the election, but I] hope to have the 
pleasure of addressing most of the electors 
at the various settlements and explaining 
more fully my views upon these and other 


important questions, In the meantime I will 


briefly mention a few of the points which if | 


elected will be advocated by me as vivorous- 
ly as possible. It is true that most of them 
do not come directly within the power of the 
assembly to deal with but as our representa- 


tives at Ottawa do not appear to exert their | 


influence in our behalf, we can through the 
asselubly memorialze the government and 
thus bring our wants to the attention of the 
powers that be. 

1, T@at the government make a treaty 
with the Indians in the north, and also open 
aroad from here to the northern country, 


thus giving not only Edmonton but Alberta 


a market for its produce. 

2. That public buildings such as a court 
house, registry office, sheriff's office ete. be 
erected here, 

3. That liberal aid be given to branch lines 
of railways in the Territories and more 
especially to such railways whose objective 
points are in the district. Also that the as- 
sembly have the power to charter railways 
and no disallowance. ‘ 

4. Improvement of the 
river. 

5. Increased postal accommodation for 
Edmonton and the north, including Lae la 
Biche and Athabasea Landing.
